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DETAILED ACTION 

Oath/Declaration 

The examiner would like to acknowledge the receipt of the supplemental Oath or 
Declaration. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 25-39 are allowed over the prior art. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: regarding 
claim 25, the primary reason for the allowance of the claim is due to an apparatus for 
supplying current to a device under test (DUT) comprising, in combination with other 
limitations, an inductive sensor connected to sense current flow to the a power output 
terminal and an amplifier for providing current to the power output terminal, the 
amplifier connected to an auxiliary power supply to supply power to the power output 
terminal. Since claims 26-3 1 depend from claim 25, they also have allowable subject 
matter. 

Regarding claim 32, the primary reason for the allowance of the claim is due to an 
apparatus for supplying current to a device under test (DUT) comprising, in combination 
with other limitations, a current pulse generation circuit having an output connected to a 
power output terminal, the current pulse generation circuit having power supplied form 
an auxiliary power supply input terminal and a control input terminal and a feedback 
circuit having an input connected to the current pulse generation circuit to control the 
magnitude of current supplied at the output of the current pulse generation circuit. Since 
claims 33-38 depend from claim 32, they also have allowable subject matter. 
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Regarding claim 39, the primary reason for the allowance of the claim is due to an 
apparatus for supplying current to a device under test (DUT) comprising, in combination 
with other limitations, a means for adjusting the magnitude of a signal received at a 
power supply input terminal to provide at a power supply output terminal in response to a 
voltage appearing at the power supply output terminal, wherein the magnitude is set 
proportional to a predicted amount by which the semiconductor device will increase its 
demand for current at the power supply output terminal following a clock edge of a signal 
received by the DUT. 

The closes prior art to the claimed invention is Eldridge et al (6657455). 
However, the Examiner was unable to use the prior art since the claimed invention of this 
application is an improvement and continuation of Eldridge et al (6657455).
